DES MOINES INTER-HIGH SCHOOL DEBATE 

On January 10, 1922, the pupils of the Des Moines high schools listened to the 
first triangular inter-high school debate ever held in this city. Each school was rep- 
resented by two debating teams, one on the affirmative and one on the negative side 
of the question: "Resolved, that the Philippines should be given their independence 
within five years. " One debate was held at each school. East High debated at 
North, North at West, and West at East. 

Great interest was shown in this debate long before the time it was to take 
place. Organized debates were held on the same question in many of the English 
classes, and representatives were chosen from the Debating Club, the Forum, the 
English classes and the Public Speaking class, to enter the preliminaries, which 
were held two weeks before the main event. Those who tried out in the prelim- 
inaries were: Adella Anderson, Cole Van Gorden, Ellis Foster, Felix Paone, Celia 
Rice, Alex Miller, Beulah Logan, Bloom MacGregor, Clark Nichols, Marlowe Bailey, 
Ada Gray, Gwen Younger, Edward Stice, Bob Patrick, Robert McCaffrey, John 
Lovejoy, Jake Zavatsky, Robert Wells, Grace Somers, Addene Metcalf, Miriam 
Paris, Vera Moore, Frank Dewey, Ponciano Munsing and Jose Carpio. From these 
eight persons were chosen to represent the school, three on each side and two alter- 
nates, one for each side. Those chosen were Cole Van Gorden, Ellis Foster and 
Donald Clapp, affirmative, and Robert McCaffrey, Robert Patrick and Jake Zavat- 
sky, negative. The alternates were Adella Anderson, affirmative; and John Lovejoy, 
negative. 

Don Clapp wound up the affirmative argument, and Floyd Pickett of East 
answered. The debaters gave their rebuttals in reverse order, which left Cole Van 
Gorden to give the closing appeal. With a wonderful burst of oratory, Cole silenced 
the opposition. The vote was three to nothing in favor of the affirmative. 

The team which journeyed to West High upheld the negative side of the ques- 
tion. They won from the affirmative team of West High by a 2 to 1 decision of the 
judges. The North High team showed better preparation and better coaching than 
their opponents. West was represented by a team consisting of two boys and one 
girl, and they made very good speeches, not, however, having them as well organized 
as the North High trio. 

EXTEMPORANEOUS SPEAKING CONTEST 

On March 10, the try-outs for the annual extemporaneous speaking contest were 
held in the Auditorium, sixth, seventh and eighth hours. A number of students en- 
tered this contest, including Mrs. Van Tuyl's Public Speaking classes. The con- 
test showed that North High has a number of good thinkers, and excellent speakers, 
and the judges had a difficult task to pick out the best three. 

Those chosen as the three best speakers were: Don Clapp, Frank Jorgenson and 
Aida Raby. The alternates were Frank Dewey, Ellis Foster and John Lovejoy. 

The regular contest between the three high schools was held Friday, April 7, 
at East High. 

A very good crowd of North High students helped to make up the audience 
and gave good support to our three speakers. m 

Don Clapp spoke on "Russia," making a plea to America. Aida Raby had a 
topic on "Ireland and Home Rule," a subject of interest to all, and one which she 
gave interestingly.

The club was organized in the fall of 1920 by a group of 
seven or eight boys of the Junior class of that time. All of the boys who helped to 
organize the club, and who drew up the constitution, will graduate this June, and we 
sincerely hope that the society will continue as successfully next year as it has under 
their guidance for the past four semesters. 

The first debate of the semester was held March 28 on the question, "Resolved, 
that the bonus should be given only to the soldiers who were overseas." The affirma- 
tive side was supported by Theodore Love joy, Frank Alcorn and Warren Hult. 
Those on the negative were Edwin Merrill, George Silzer and Ted Hammer. The 
judges rendered a decision in favor of the negative. 

The value of the club has been thoroughly demonstrated. Nearly every boy who 
represented North High this semester in inter-high school speaking contests is, or 
has been, a member of the debating club. It is clubs of this sort which build up a 
school, and help place it among the best in the country. And the attentions of the 
members of the debating club have not been directed solely toward the improving of 
their debating ability. On March 10 a party was held in the gymnasium for all 
members of the society and their ui rl friends, at which there were about t\\ only-five 
couples present. The chief forms of recreation were barn dancing and ballroom 
dancing, and everyone claimed that it was the best party held by a North High 
organisation for a long time. This goes to show that the idea which many people 
might gain from the name of the club, that it is a dry affair, with no recreational 
features to redeem it, is absolutely wrong. The boys who compose it are the livest 
of the school, and it should be considered an honor to be a member of the North 
High Debating Society. 
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Varsity Basketball 

lor the first time in the history of Des Moines a varsity basketball series was 
conducted. Four games were played by each school, one at each of the other schools 
and two at home. The entire series consisted of six games, two between North and 
East, two between North and West, and two between East and West. It was a great 
success, and perhaps some time in the future varsity basketball teams from Des 
Moines will compete with other schools of the state. 

The first game of the series was played between North and West on the North 
High floor, rridav, March 10. North High triumphed by a score of 13 to 10. Arthur 
Ashby, Harry Watts, Dclbcrt Speers, Joe Tolchinsky and William Quinn played the 
entire game, no substitutions being made. 

The second game of the series was played at East High, on Wednesday, March 
15, and this time the North High five suffered defeat. The score at the end of the 
game was 18 to 8 in favor of East High. The men who played in this game were: 
Ashby, Watts. Hyink, Speers. Tolchinsky, Denham, Quinn, Thompson and Garland. 
Ashby and Watts were the only men to play the whole game. This game was a dis- 
appointment to the North High followers, as they were expecting their team to win. 
The main cause for the defeat was the fact that the East High floor is so much larger 
than the North High floor, upon which our players had been practicing. 

On Friday, March 24, a return game was played with East High on the North 
High court. This time the tables were turned, and East was defeated, 15 to 11. 
The Bast High team substituted freely, while the only substitution made by Coach 
W hite was Garland for Speers. Denham and Hyink played a nice game at the for- 
ward position, as did Arthur and Everett Ashby at miard. 

The last game of the season, and probably the best game of the series, was 
played between North and West at West High Wednesday, March 29. With the 
excitement very high, first one team and then the other would make a basket, until the 
score, two minutes before the end of the game, stood 13 to 12 in favor of West. 
Speers of North then caged a basket and the North High team had a one point 
advantage. The teams battled scoreless ly until thirty seconds before the time for the 
final whistle to blow. At this time a West High man, getting away from our defense, 
threw a field goal from the middle of the floor. This was followed a few seconds 
later by a goal from under the basket by Everetts of West, and the game ended 17 to 
14 in favor of West High. Hyink played the best offensive game for North, with A. 
Ashby starring on defense. Speers and E. Ashby also played a fine game. 

An all-city basketball team was chosen by the Evening Tribune, and two North 
High players were given places upon it. Hyink at forward and A. Ashby at guard 
were the honored men. On the second team Denham, Speers and E. Ashby were 
named. 

North High gained the title of basketball champion of Des Moines by winning 
more games than any of the other high schools. The series in which nine teams were 
divided according to weight was won with a percentage of .648; East Higli^getting 
.464, and West High .388. In the varsity series the North High team won the two 
games played on the home floor, but lost to East on the latter's court and to West on 

the West High floor. The results of this series gave North per cent for the two 

series and the championship of the city. Great credit is due the coach for the way 
in which he built up championship teams, and his live-man defense, which the other 
schools had never tried, was the main factor in winning the championship of the city.

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City Track Meet 

The North High tr.uk team had a little hard luck (or too much competition) 
and took third place in the city high school track meet, held Saturday, April 22. East 
I liuh's well balanced team won first place with a total of 56^/2 points. West was 
second with 36^£ points, and North third with 25 points. This is the third consecu- 
tive time that East High has won the track championship of Des Moines. 

East High annexed nine firsts, six seconds and a tie for third. West 
took three firsts, six seconds, three thirds and a tie for third, while North won two 
firsts, four seconds and three thirds. 

The two firsts won by North were both taken by Owen King in the 120-yard 
high hurdles and the 220-yard low hurdles. He lowered the record for the low hur- 
dles from 17 1-5 seconds to 17 seconds Hat. He came near being disqualified in the 
high hurdles by knocking down three hurdles. He was disqualified, hut the officials, 
after a conference, rescinded their action and decided to let the result stand. King 
won the event with ease. 

Aside from the fine work of our star hurdler, the rest of the team took the re- 
maining points by winning seconds and thirds. Hampton captured second in the 
half-mile run, Boyd took second in the mile run, Perry took third in the 220-yard 
dash, and Reeve second in the 140-yard dash. Beach took third in the 140-yard dash, 
Ross third in the shotput .and Thompson third in the broad jump. 

Cal Hampton ran a fine race in the half-mile and pushed Jensen of East hard 
for first place, but could not quite make the pace, finishing a close second. In another 
year Hampton will be a sure winner. 

Boyd, in the mile run, showed that he has good wind and a nice stride. He 
finished a very close second and in another season will be able to take first place in 
tin's event. 

Reeve, running the 1 10-yard dash, had a fine stride, and if he can make his pace 
a trihY faster will be unbeatable. 

Perry had hard luck in the 100 yard dash and failed to hear the starter, being 
h it on his mark when the gun was fired. The fault really lay with the starter, as he 
did not speak loud enough to be heard on the outside lane. Had Perry got a good 
start he would have undoubtedly finished at least second, and possibly first. He took 
second in the 220, being beaten by Larson of East. 

Beach in the 440-yard dash ran a nice race and will develop into a good runner. 
Thompson was not up to his usual form and took third in the broad jump, which was 
won by a jump of only 18 feet (> inches. 

Ross took third in the shotput, which was won by a put of 13 feet ll 1 /^ inches, 
a new meet record. 

Four meet records were broken. King lowered the low hurdles record; Brown 
of West beat his own record in the pole vault; Little of East broke the record in the 
discus throw and also made a new mark in the shotput. " 

The meet as a whole was a great success. The weather was ideal and a fair- 
sized crowd attended; but tin track was slow, as the dirt was a little loose, because 
of putting it into shape for the Drake relays. This accounted for the small number 
of records broken. 
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Drake Relays 

The Drake relays this year comprised one of the greatest events ever seen in 
Des Moines. Athletes from every section of the country participated and many rec- 
ords were broken or tied. Illinois University broke the world's record in the four- 
mile relav, running this race in 6 seconds less than the former record. Many meet 
records were lowered, among them the two-mile relay and the one mile relay in the 
high school section, both won by Cedar Rapids. Osborn of Illinois made 6 feet 6 
inc hes in the high jump, and Angier of Illinois threw the javelin 202 feet for a new 
American collegiate record. 

Cedar Rapids won first in three of the five high school events and a second and 
fourth in the remaining two races. 

Coach White entered teams in every race. The two-mile relay was the only 
event in which North High placed, our team getting third in this race. The members 
of the two mile relay team were Hampton, Simpson, Davis and Gibson. They had 
fast competition and were forced to run in very good time even to get third place, as 
Cedar Rapids broke the meet record in winning this event. Medals were given to 
every man on all the teams which placed first, second or third; gold for first place, 
silver for second place and bronze medals for third place. 

With the material on hand for next season, we can hope to make a much better 
showing at the Drake relays of 1928 than we did this year.

Well, the North High boys lived dp to their promises; they said they would all 
do tht ir best, and we have found that their best was mighty good. 

High school competitive swimming this year, as compared with that of last, has 
made great progress, as evidenced by the shattering of the records. Swimming as a 
competitive sport took form last year, when both Iowa State College and Iowa State 
University introduced High School swimming tournaments. The success of the sport 
is evidenced by the fact that a larger number of men entered the meets this year over 
that of last and that every record made last year was lowered at the University of 
Iowa meet this year. 

The men to break records arc: 

Howard Ungles of West Des Moines shattered his own records of last year in 
the 40-yard dash from 21 1-5 to 20 2-5; in the 220-yard swim from 2:56 to 2:40 8-5, 
and in the 100-yard swim from 1 :08 to 1 :02 2-5. 

Cary of Cedar Rapids lowered his own r< cord in the 100-yard breast stroke 
from 1 :85 to 1 :26, 

Ward Shaffer of North High shattered the record in the 100-yard hack stroke 
from 1 :87 8-5, held by Hunt of West High, and set a new record of 1:22, cutting 
1 5 8-5 seconds off the former record time. 

Moon of West High broke the old record in the plunge, which was 55 feet, held 
by Rosen of Cedar Rapids, and established the new mark of 56 feet. 

One of the most interesting happenings of this year's swimming season was the 
selection of the Iowa All State Swimming Team. It has been said that if this team 
could get into actual competition with the leading teams of other states that they 
would carry off' high honors. Now North High managed to win six places on this 
team, her swimmers getting in every event but the 220-yard swim and the 100-yard 
breast stroke. This first team was selected by Iowa's swimming coaches from actual 
times made in state competition.

The first of these, Class A, is composed of "spinal curvatures," anterior pos- 
terior spinal curvature. Exercises in hanging full weight and bending stunts are 
given on the stall bars. 

Class B is the posture class. These are given stall bar exercises. 

Class C is a posture class, made up of girls with more pronounced defects, and 
these girls are given individual and rather severe treatment. 

Lateral curvatures come under D. This class also is divided into three parts. 
The first is a double curvature group and the others are the right curvatures and left 
curvatures. Hanging, twisting and bending on the bars and ladder are used. 

E stands for chest, or rather for the underdevelopment of the chest. A run- 
ning test is given every little while to the girls. A spirometer tests the number of 
cubic inches of lung capacity, and a fifteen per cent improvement has been shown so 
far this semester. Measurement of chest expansion and the number of successive 
sniffs one can take are recorded, and the time one can hold his breath. 

To go on with our story: "F is for foot/' On entering this class footprints are 
taken and compared with others taken from time to time. Exercises in tension and 
flexion, and in walking barefoot up and down the ladder and stall bars to strengthen 
the arch are given. Simple steps in toe dancing are enjoyed by all, and last is the 
massaging of the feet. 

(f is the heading of the nutrition class. The members are excused in the middle 
of the program to go to the cafeteria and drink milk. This class is one of the largest 
and is showing fine results. 

Those undt r classification II are girls with defects of such a nature that they 
must be given special attention and individual exercises. 

Class I is normal. Don't you wish that you were I? We are hoping that all 
girls will be in Class I next year. 

These groups have been working very faithfully since their examinations and 
much improvement has been shown.
